Democrats of Senate Resolve 
lo Stand After a Long 
‘Conference 


— 


SOME OF THE SENATORS 
TO ASK FOR PROTECTION 


On Industries of Their Sections 
Affected by the Pending 
Bill—Only on the Question 
of an Income Tax Was the 
Caucus Entirely Harmo- 
nious.

Washington, D. €., April 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The senate democrats are still 
far from an agreement as to the atti- 
tude they will assume on the tariff bill. 
A lengthy caucus this afternoon was 
almost exclusively to a dis- 
cussion of an i es tax @s a revenue- 
producer. 

At the close of the caucus Senator 
Culberson, the minority leader, an- 
nounced that the democrats had agreed 
to support an income tax amendment, 


in the rates on necessaries of 


Graduated Income Tax. 

The democrats generally favor a 
graduated income tax in favor to an 
inheritance tax. The details of such 
a measure of this kind as they would 
support have not yet been worked out, 
but they estimate it will produce $60,- 
000,000 a year. Unless some measure of 
this kind is adopted, it may necessary 
to put a tax.on.coffee and. tea, or re- 
enact the stamp ‘tax and: on commercial 
paper. This war Resnize in time of 
peace, wiil. unquestionably arouse con- 
siderable opposition. 

Senator Aldrich has very adroitly: at- 
tempted te: Ward off democratic. oppo- 
sition ‘by arranging to grant protection 
to the particular industry in which in* 
dividual senators are tinterested. Lum- 
ber, sugar, rice, lemons and iron ore 
are now protected in the bill. There is 
a desire on the part of some senaiors 
for a reduction in these duties, but if 
such a move is attempted it will cah 


fact that many southtern democrats are 
ardent protectionists on particular 
schedules thus complicates the situation 
— makes united Seidman impossi- 
‘ble, 

This fact was developed euite plain- 
ly in the caucus today, although the 
meeting On the whole was harmonious. 
The plan to line-up the democrats in 
favor of a general reduction of from 
20 to 25 per cent on all schedules, will 
unquestionably fail. The republican 
leaders in the senate, realizing the awk- . 
ward position the democrats are in. are 
little concerned over any opposition the 
minority party may offer, and are much 
more disturbed over the attitude of the 
insurgent republicans. 


Some Democrats for Protection. 

At the caucus some of the demo- 
cratic senators admitted frankly that 
they would ask for protection for the 
industries of their states. Senator 
Stone spoke in favor of his program 
for independence for the Filipinos aft- 
er fifteen years, and absolute free 
trade with the islands during that 
period. Senator Foster was opposed 
colonies.

Neither of these senators, it 
parent, could have obtained a 
of the democrats for their 
ticn, had a vote been taken. 
Only on one question was the con- 
ference agreed, and that was the in- 
come tax amendment. No details were 
airanged today in the program to fight 
for reductions in rates all along the 
line. The conference was adjourned 
until Friday, as all of those present 


agreed that they were not sufficiently 
acquainted with the bill to pass 
judgment intelligently upon it.

DUNCAN PROPERTY SOLD 
10 CLUB FOR $66,200 


Asa Candler Is Purchaser of 
Lot on Corner of Peachtree 
and Ellis. Streets—Under- 
stood He Will Erect Large 
Department Store in Near

The Capital City Chub decidea, at a 
called meeting of the members last 
night, to sell the present site of the clu 
for $130,000, to purchase the Duncan 
property on the corner of Peachtree and 
Harris streets, from the syndicate of 
club members for $66,200, and to erect 
a new club building thereon which will 
be modern in every detail, and costing 
in the neighborhood of $150,000. 

While it wes not stated at the meeting, 
it is generally e@ccepted that Asa G. 
Candler will be the purchaser of the 
present site of the club, and by buying 
this piece of property he will gain a 
frontage on Peachtree street from the 
governor’s mansion to Ellis street, as he 
is known to own the Leyden property, 
which adjoins the governor’s~ mansion, 
and has an option on the property of 
Mrs. B. fF.

DEATH'S TOCSIN SUMMONS 
GENERAL MATT C. BUTLER

Columbia, 8. C., April 14.—Matthew | 
Calbraith Butler, of Edgefield, one of 
the last of the confederate cavairy 
generals, died tonight at 11:40 at a 
local infirmary. For some weeks Gen- 
eral Butler has been ill, and ha’ been 
gradually growing weaker, and for 


the democratic party, and aided great- 
ly in Hampton's victory in the guber- 
natorial race of 1876. In 1876 General 
Butler was elected to the United States 
senate, and served three terms. Dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war General 
Butler was major general in the 
United States army. After the war 


several days it has been known that 
the end was near. 
Geath was due to a complication of dis- 
eases, induced by an old wound. He 
lost a leg at Brandy station, and after 
recovery continued throughout the 
war. His wound had not bothered him 
up to a few months ago. 

General Butler was born in 1836. of a 
distinguished South Carolina family. 


He served with distinction throughout } 


the civil war, rising from captain to. 
major general of cavalry in the con- 
federate service. After the war Gen-

General Butler was appointed a mem - 
ber of the Cuban peace commission. 
He is survived by his widow and 
three children, Captain M. C. Butler, 
Jr.. United States army; Dr. F. W. P. 
Butler, of this city, and Mrs. McNeely 
wife of a-naval officer. On his seven- 
ty-fifth birthday General Butler re- 
ceived supreme unction from the Cath- 
olic church. He died. within 50 yards

IN CHURCH RIOT) 


Priest Led Mob Against 
Police in-Mexico. 


oa 


When the Mayor Attempted to 
Stop Religious Parade, the 
Mob Became Furious—Mob 

Killed Six Policemen—Order 
Finally Restored by Troops. 


City of Mexico, April 1!4.—According 
to a despatch received in this city to- 
day, the rioting which occured at 
Velardena, the big coal mining camp in 
the state of Coahuila, last Saturday, 
was more serioug than at first reported 
thirty-two men being killed and many 
injured. 

The trouble was instigated by Father 
Ramon Valenzuela, the parish priest, 
it is asserted, .who lies in.a hospital 
hovering betw@n lif@ and death. Four- 
teen of the rioters have been summarily 
executed by the government troops, 
and many imprisoned. Many Ameri- 
cans reside in Velardena, the camp be. 
ing controlled by American capital. 

Priest Led the Mob. 

The i¢aders of the mob, which was 
well organized, avoided attacking 
Americans, or destroying American 
property. The fighting occured when 
the Jefe Politice of the town, and office* 
corresponding to a mayor attempted 
to stop a religious procession headed 
by the village priest, the laws of Mexi- 
co forbidding such parades. A thou- 
sand parishioners followed the priest, 
wishing to witness the annual burning 
of Judas, and when the .orders of the 
town exetutive became known, the mob, 
corresponding to a mayor, attempted 
burned the house of the Jefe. That 
stoned and iater 
ing a rear wall, and seeking protection 
in the homes of the American colony. 

The rioters then stormed a Chinese 
hotel, looting it of all liquorg and 
foods, and terrorizing the neighbor- 
hood during the night, by their drunk. 
en orgy. 

Police Fired on Mob. 

The police force, in an effort to re- 
store order, fired on the mob, many of 
the members of which were armed well. 
The officers, however, were forced to 
retreat, leaving six of théir number 
dead in the main street of the town. 

Later, troops which had been tele- 
graphed for, arrived on a special train, 
arid a short but flerce fight between the 
official and his wife escaped by climb- 

There were thirty-two deaths and a 
number of injured. Father Valenzuela 
was arrested. One of his followers suc- 
ceed in smuggling in a knife to his 
cell, amd the priest stabbed himself six 
times in a vain attempt to comm sui- 
cide. He was discovered by the guards, 
and is now im the prison hospital, hov- 
ering between life and death. ‘

FRAUDS. ON GOVERNMENT 
ARE ALLEGED BY GAPERS 


Washington, April_14.—As a result of 

an lavestigation into charges of viola- 
tion of the internal revenue law, John 
G. Capers, commissioner of internal 
revenue, issued.formal instructions to- 
day to Collector P. L. Goldsborough at 
Ba'timore, directing him to seize the 
Carroll Springs Distillery Company's 
pient,. one of the largest registerei 
grain distilleries in Maryland. 
. The ‘seizure, which will involve: the 
gvvernment’s taking possession of 
nearly 8,000 barrels of whisky, is made 
under section 44 of the act of July 20, 
1868, sections 3450 and 3455 Revised 
Statutes, and other sections, being 
based upon a long examination: which 
has been under the personal direction 
of Commissioner Capers, who himself 
visited -the establishment about three 
months ago, when the, alleged viola- 
tions were first brought to his atten- 
tion. 

Capers Personally Investigated. 
‘In several instances, Commissioner 
Capers has personally looked § into 
these matter wherever they involved 
the property rights of tax payers, 
especially so large an amount as in 
this instance. After his investigations, 
Revenue Agent L. B. Perkins was di- 
rected to detall special gaugers and in- 
spectors who have been at the dis- 
tilery end in the large bonded ware 
house to make a careful investigation 
for an extended period. 

The investigation lasted nearly three 
months, the result being, it is alleged, 
that violations of the. law were found 
sufficient to caus@ the forfeiture of the 
plant, its contents, and the contents of 
the warehouses. 

Details Not Given. 

Commissioner Capers declined to give 
any of the details as to charges of 
fraud, but {t is understood that they 
involve discoveries of new whisky in 
old barrels, the substitution of new 
whisky for older. whisky, and. the re- 
moval of it without the payment of 
$1.10 a gallon to the government; the 
substitution of gin for whisky in some 
instances, and in some of the packages, 
excessive vantage and similar evi- 
dences of what it is claimed worked 
a direct fraud upon the United States 
in that it depriged the government of

It Will Be Branch of the Big 
Steel Works of the Virginia 
Bridge and Iron Works ‘of 


Roanoke — Location of the 
Plant.

A $60,000 plant for the manufacture 
of steel work for buildings and for 
railroad and county highway bridges 
hes been located in Atlante, and dirt 
has already been broken for the founde- 
tions. 


The Virginia Bridge and Irom Works 
will erect the plant as a branch of its 
main plant at Roanoke, Va. 

The plant fs on Whitehall street near 
the intersection of Stewart avenue. The 
contract for he foundation work has 
been let by Movers DeLeon: ©. G. Wil- 
lingham & Sons will eréct the office 
biulding; and the steel frame for the 
shops will reach Atlanta in ten days. 

The force of engineers and draughts- 
men will arrive here in the next thirty 
days to get ready for work. The fac- 
tory will employ about fifty or sixty ex- 
pert workmen. 

The machinery for the works {s all 
ready and has beén shipped. 

The First in Atlanta. 

This wtll mean that Atianta will have 
its first steel.works plant for the con- 
struction of ihrildings and brides and 
the output of the plant will serve Geor- 
gia, Alabama, South Carolina and Flor- 
ida, and for awhile Mississippi, Louist- 
ana, Texas and other southwestern ° 
States. This output, however, will not’ 
curtail the output of the main plant, 
which is located at Roenoke, Va. 

The Atlanta t will.be in charge 
ov the fo rons ornate 

Jules: W. Leroux; district manager: L. 
R. Muhs,' resident engineer; R. H. Kel- 
ly, chief clerk. 

The first work done at the plant will 
be for,the extension of the Piedmont 
hotel, and this brines out a most in- 
teresting story of the location of the 
plant in Atlanta. 

‘Mr. Leroux has been the manager of 
the Atlanta office of the Virginia Bridge 
and Iron Works for several years, with 
offices In rooms 834-5 of the Equitable 
building. When Mr. Leroux learned 
that George W. Parrott was about to 
erect an extension of the Piedmont ho- 
tel he went to him to get the contract 
for the steel frame work. Mr. Parrott 
said he had about decided upon a bid- 
der and remarked: 

The Suggestion Accepted. 

“W you locate your plant in Atlanta, 
I will give you the contract.” 

Much to Mr. Parrott’s surprise Mg. 
Leroux replied: 

“All tight. My company will locate 
a branch plant here.’’ 

So the contract was let. Mr. Leroux 
estates that his company.hhad already 
about decided upon Atlanta for a branch 
plant. 

The Vireinia Bridge and Iron Works 
has had offices in' Atlanta since 1906, 
and among other work it has done in

teration of whisky or the addition of 
Spirits.

Quiet Disappearances. 
The idea savors of the Orient, and of 
Oriental superstition. Nevertheless, it 
is not to be denied that ill-luck has fre- 
quently dogged the custodians of these 
somewhat gruesome relics.

Three Londons. 

Broadiy speaking, there are three 
Londons. The first is the London which 
is known to the American visitor, the 
great, sprawling mass of buildings ex- 
tending about twenty miles in one di- 
rection and fifteen in the other. The 
second is London proper—the county of 
London—which is governed by the Lon- 
don county council, and the third is the 
original London, the old .square mile 
of the city which is now given over al- 
together to business. 


The county of London, however. is 
the official London, and it contains two 
cities, London and Westmfmmister, and 
twenty-seven boroughs. The whoie area 
is ruled generally by the London coun- 
ty council and the local governments 
only attend to minor matters, such as 
street cleaning and the care of the 
poor. 

Outside the county of (London there 
are miles and miles of houses. Some 
of these districts are organized ag in- 
dependent towns, some of them are 
still under the old village organization 
and some of them are governed as coun- 
try districts by the county councils. 
They are physically as much a part of 
London as the districts they border on, 
‘but they thave no desire to become po- 
litically a part of it. 

London Too Large. 

From ,time to time proposals have been 
made for extending the boundaries of 
the county to take in these outlying 
districts, but they have been opposed 
for various reasons. One is that the 
proposal was fathered by the social- 
ists on the county council, who hoped, 
with the aid of the representatives of 
the working-class districts to be 
brought in, to secure their control of 
the council forever. Another was the 
Objection that the county of London 
wae already too large and that admin- 
istration suffered in efficiency from this 
greatness. The absence of anything 
approaching local patriotism or local 
pride within the county was also uséd 
as an argument, but most powerful of 
all was the jealousy of parliament. The 
London county council now, with the 


5,000,000 people which it has under ite 
care, is a serious rival in importance tc 
the natfonal legislature and the mem- 
bers of parliament felt that if its 
power and influence were extended 
there would be practically two parlia- 
ments sitting in London. 

It is clear, however, that something 
must be done to organize the vast mass 
of humanity on the fringes of the coun- 
ty and a proposal is being discussed now 
to create a new city, to be called East- 
minster, on the eastern boundary of 
London, and, of course, co-terminous 
with it. The father of the scheme is 
Alderman Littier, tite mayor of West 
Ham, one of the districts affected, and 
the suggestion hase been taken wp #80 
enthustasticaliy that within a year or 


a fact.

The various existing local authorities 
have about $5,500,000 invested in mani- 
cipal electric+ight plants, many of which 
would be superfluous under a consoli- 
dated government, and they have more 
than $5,700,000 invested in municipal 
street railways on which a great 
economy in working coulg be effected 
by a single management. The schools 
of the district afford places for 164,784 
children, but the character of the edu- 
cational facilities varies widely in the 
different districts. It is argued that 
much improvement might be brought 
about by consolidating them all under 
one authority. 

An Ideal Size. 

“The advantages of the scheme are al- 
most too oabvious to need recapituia- 
tion,’”’ said Alderman Littler. “We do 
hot want to be swallowed up in London, 
which is already too big and too un- 
wieldy to be governed properly, but we 
do want to weld ourselves together into 
a city big enough to do its work 
economically and yet emall enough to 
preserve the local patriotism and local 
interest of its citizens. I think a tity 
of from 500,000 to 1,000,000 is the ideal 
size from that point of view.’’ 

Public meetings are now being held 
throughout the districts affected to dis- 
cuss the proposal, and so far there has 
been practically no opposition. The 
scheme will be. brought before pariia- 
ment before long, and there is no reae- 
son to anticipate thet it will not secure 
the consent of the legislature as a mat- 
tex of course. The only opposition is 
likely to come from the London county 
council which may object to seeing a 
permanent check set to its ambition, 


Whitney’s Horse Won. 


Newmarket, April 14.—The Crawford plate 
of 300 sovereigns, 6 furlongs, was run here 
today and won by H. P. Whitney's Hillside 
IjI.

Patten Denies That He 
Controls the Market.

He Has Preached Gospel of 
Higher Wheat Because the 
Denies That There Has Been 
Manipulation. 


- Chicago, April 14—The appeal of 
Pittsburg bakers to Secretary Knox to 
take steps to end manipulation of wheat 
and other markets, excited comment to- 
day by James A. Patten, of Chicago, 
popularly alleged to control the present 
market for the high-priced cereal. 

“In the first place,” said Mr, Patten, 
“I don’t control the market. My line 


It is estimated that James A. Patten, 
the Chicago grain operator, cleared a 
profit of $5,000,000 in the first five days 
of his big wheat campaign. Patten 
was able to sell about 6,000,000 bushels 
of May wheat at $1.20 to $1.26, which 
cost him $1.04 a few months ago. 


‘at no time has run over 10,000,000 bush- 
els. I have preached the gospel of high- 
er wheat because I saw what was com- 
ing. I saw it first, I believe, but when 
it comes to ‘controlling the market,’ 
there are two or three hundred other 
men who have bought who have some- 
thing to say about that.’’ , 
He Will Not Quit. 

Mr. Patten at this point in the inter- 
view paused to open a telegram which 
had been handed him. He read it, 
smiled grimly, and then remarked: 

“Now, what do you think of that? 
Here it is reported on the board that 
{[ am disgusted with the whole wheat 
business because of oriticism, and am 
going to get out.” 

The &0-called ‘“‘wheat king’’ tossed the 
offending note on his modest desk, tugged 
savagely at his thick gray mustache 
and resumed: ’ 

‘“T’'m a grain trader and I don't intend 
to quit. Il bought when the market 
looked cheap, as did others who accept- 
ed my views, and I’m going to sell it 
at a profit, if I can. I have already 
sold a great deal. I have more to eell, 
and when anybody offers me a proper 
price I will sell more. I sold some this 
morning, cash stuff, at $1.42. 

“This is no corner; no maniptwation. 
Others who bought may sell as de 
mand develops.” 

Mr. Patten then diagnosed the situa- 
tion as he understands it. 

“For three or four years this has been 
coming, and I saw it. At the end of 
each crop bins were empty everywhere. 
With increased population here and 
abroad it was obvious that sooner or 
later the crop of one year would be 
exhausted before a new crop was at 
hand. Last fall, if not earlier, I saw it 
coming. I bought wheat and my friends 
did likewise. 

Europe Wants Wheat, 

“The great unthinking public here and 
in Europe would not, or could not, see 
what was coming. Liverpool would not 
buy months ago, thinking the prices of 
that day too high. Now Europe wants 
65,000,000 bushels. The harvest was 
early last year. It has been trying to 
cover thirteen months instead of the 
usual twelve, and it can’t do it. We 
seed wheat for the mills right here in 
Chicago now.” 

“Maybe some of the shorts will de- 
liver it to you on your May contracts?” 
was suggested. 

‘J wish they would, for there is not 
any to speak of here. We could use half a 
million for the local milling trade to- 
day. 

“Here’s another point: If we hadn't 
bought wheat—I mean myself and others 
—the price would be highe? here than 
it is. Europe would have taken it, for 
the foreigners finally recognized the 
weakness of their pasition, and where 
would the domestic supply have come 
from? We would have been compelled 


sold to. I regard it as fortunate that 
it was Americans who first diagnosed 
crop conditions and took advantage of it. 

“This was not philanthropy. My busi- 
ness is buying and selling grain. I trade 
to make profits, but this talk of manip- 
ulation is all rot.”

At 9 o’clock to- 
night it was reported from Biltmore 
hospital that Senator Gazzam had been 
unconscious since noon teday, and that 
his spine -was injured.

Senator Gazzam’s action in going back 
to his room after having been called six 
times, and hjs refusal to get up when 
firet called, in ample time to escape, 
has caused much speculation among his 
friends, and it is thought that he might 
have become unnerved iby the first alarm 
of fire..

Report on Texas Cities.

Springfield, Tit, April 14.—The genate 
subcommittee of five members of the 
committee on municipalities, who went 
to Texas to look into the commission 
plan of city government, made its re- 
port to the entire committee today 
through Senator, John Dailey. of Peoria. 
The report reviewed the findings of the 
subcommittee at Galveston, Houston 
and Dallas, the towns visited. and its 
own .conclusions which terminate thus:

Extremigts have 
gone so far as to favor the abotition of 
the legislature of Texas, and eubetitute 
therefor a commission of five to - 
ern the etate 6f Texas. Without bt, 
there has been a marked improvemen 
in tie conduct of the affairs of these 
cities under this plan of municipal gov- 
ernment. Adie, fearless, progre seive 
and conscientious men are in charge of 
public affairs in these cities. Under 
the stimulus of great municipal im- 
provements,. conducted in the same 
manner as the affairs .of great private 
ente ises, these cities are entering 
upon’ an era of great prosperity. with 
full confidence of their citizens in the 
integrity of their pubic officlals and 
in the efficiency of the commission form 
of government.”’

The general conclusions of the confer- 
ence are expressed in the following res- 
olutions, adopted at the final meeting 
on Wednesday: 

“i. It is most necessary to impress 
upon the public the fact that the ele- 
mentary school, the high school, the 
college and the university, whether sup- 
ported by taxation or in other ways, 
are parts of one system of public in- 
struction, not unrelated and independent 
schools. A state can secure educational 
efficiency only when these different 
parts of its educational system articulate 
and cooperate. 

“2. To secure such cooperation and 
coordination some effective form of or- 
ganization and supervision must be 
adopted by each state. 

“3. This form of organization would 
include expert superintendence over 
public instruction, both in state and 
county. 

“4. Such officers should be chosen 
from the best educationa! experte and 
their places should be made equal in 
dignity, responsibility, remuneration and 
freedom from political interference to 
those of the best paid officers in col- 
leges and universities. 

“§. Such supervisors of education 
should work in effective cooperation 
with the institutions of higher learning. 
All colleges and universities, whether 
upon public or private foundation, are 
publie inst utions, and owe it to them- 
selves and to the cause of education to 
take an intelligent and sympathetic in- 
terest in the upbuilding of secondary 
and elementary schools; not simply as 
feeders to themeelves, but as factore in 
the economic and social advancement of 
the state. 


“6. In virtue of their duties as public ‘ 


institutions, all colleges, whether con- 
nected with the state or with a de- 
nomination or not, ought to give free 
access to their records and full infor- 
mation to the public concerning all de- 
taile of their academic and financial ad- 
ministration. The honest college has 
everything to gain and nothing ito lose 
by taking the public into its confidence.

| RATES ARE REDUCED 
ON SEA ISLAND COTTON 


Commerce Commission Decides 
Against Seaboard in Flor- 
ida Rate Contest. 


Waehtngton, April] 14.—(Special. )}—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission in a 
decision rendered today in a case in- 
volving the reasonableness of rates on 
cotton from Florida points to Savannah, 
declared that the rate of 39 cents per 
100 pounds on sea island cotton from 
Alachua to Savannah, when shipped over 
the Seafboard Air Line, will afford it rea- 
sonabie compensation for the haul, and 
will, therefore, be a reasonable rate 
over that line for the future.

EDUCATORS HOLD 
FIRST MEETING

ten and enjoy the opening program of 
the conference. 
Governor Smith Speaks. 

Governor Smith’s remarks were not 
confined to a speech of welcome. He 
touched upon the problems which the 
south, as well as all other sections, had 
to meet and solve, and told of some of 
the aids that could be used. He placed 
eduscation above all others, and com- 
mended the men and women who are 
giving of their time and money in an ef- 
fort to aid humanity. But, he said, the 
education which is most effective is the 
education which builds character as well 
as imparts knowledge from books. 
Next the governor took up the race 
problem, saying: 

“The presence of a great number of 
negroes in the @outh, creates a problem 
which must be understood. I do not 
believe that those who dwell upon the 
work of negro imstitutions into which 
few of the race enter, comprehend the 
question. The real negro educational 
problem is found im the six mifiion ne 
groes who never er these institutions, 
and who are utterly unsuited for the 
opportunities they offer. I refer to the 
great bodies of negroes engaged in the 
simplest lines of manual labor. 

‘The first step in the ed:cai'on of 
the great body of the negr race is to 
inspire a desire to do bettur the labor 
they are called upon to perform, :md to 
rid them of a willingness to live poor- 
ly, if, perchance, a meager support can 
be made with half-time labor. 

“Experience shows that negroes 
prove most rapidly where there are 
fewest negroes in proportion to the 
mumber of whites. The best friend of 
the negro should seek his distribution’ 
to all sections. This can be accom- 
pliehed by more white settlers coming 
south and more negroes going north, 
east and weet.”’ 

Education in the South. 

The governor next described the 
progress being made in education in the 
south, and predicted that as the public 
realized more fully what could be ac- 
complished, there would be no leck of 
means of carrying out the conference's 
plans. He declared that one of the 
most important things to be done was 
to guard against child lebor in factories, 
and said that this problem would be- 

‘ as manwfacturing enter- 
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terest by the big crowd which is pres- 
ent at the conference. 

He prefaced his remarks with high 
tributes to George Foster Peabody and 
Robert C. Ogden, which elicited ‘much 
applause. He also paid a high tribute 
to Henry W. Grady’s journalism, saying 
that he brought great renown to the 
American flag. 

“Universal education is a truer test of 
democracy than universa} suffrage,’’ he 
said in conclusion of this talk upon “The 
American Spirit of Bducation.” The 
only sure bases of a republic are the 
intelligence and virtue of its citizenship, | 
whose common will is law. "Hence the 
state concerns itself with the proper 
training of its children. It has found 
that public taxation alone is equal to 
the task of enlightening the masses, to 
which end $300,000,000 are spent an- 
nually by this country on pwblic educa- 
‘ tion.”’ ; 

The speaker stressed the importance of 
cooperation and a general distribution 
of the burdens of teaching the children, 
citing the fact that the public schoo! is 
not a free school since the people pay 
for it as truly as the individuals who 
)} support a private academy. This idea 
assembied about the present movement 
in the south is building up community 
life, he said, by making effective co- 
operation in aH forme of progressive 
activity, and is illustrated by the in- 
crease of moderniy equipped schoo! 
houses in the least wealthy sections. 

Teach People to Think. 

Dr. Mitchell urged the importance of 
Schools teaching the people to think, 
holding that failure along this line is 
more frequent than moral delinquency.

The Constitution quotes and repeats with added emphasis this doctrine, 
which The News denominates “preposterous,” and concerning which it says 
with an apparent attitude of aghast aloofness: 


In some quarters, that may be considered a’ proper and patriotic sentiment, 
but we cannot see it in that light. Any sectiidn, or community, can doubtless in- 
‘crease its business temporarily by engaging in 

policies and enterprises. But is it right to do s0? Willa community secure any 
permanent benefit by such a course? The Constitution would have the south 
embrace a policy that the greatest minds of Georgia have denounced as utterly 
without moral or constitutional warrant. That is to say, if it is to be robbery 


all scruple, repudiate all promises to the 
taxation, and join in the raid! 


The News appears to be living still in the days of the last national 


campaign, when the country was called upon to decide between a Canes ite 
tariff and a purely revenue measure. 


a president and cabinet and two houses of congress irrevocably committed 
to the protective policy. 

We do not indorse or approve the policy of protection for protection’s 
sake: we are as firmly as ever convinced that it is unsound and wrong; that 
the people of the United States would fare better ‘under a national policy 
demanding a purely revenue tariff. 

But the balance of popular will rejected that proposal in the last national 
election and we are brought face to face with the fact that the nation, of 
which we are an inseparable part, is committed to protection. 

« Then what? 

Shall we submit silently to the protection of everything we have to buy. 
while customs duties are materially lowered or altogether removed from what 
we have to sell? 

Or, shall we insist that in some measure our products, purchased most 
largely by protected sections, shall also be reasonably cared for in the 
tariff bill? 

In other words, shall we buy all the products of New England upon a 
protected basis, and sell New England what we produce upon a basis of 
free trade? 

The doctrine of The Chattanooga News, in its last analysis, is that a 
declared national policy should be applied only in those states where the 
majority favor it; or, even that a national law should find enforcement only 
where it had support. 

Some years ago, from the proceeds of wild lands, congress voted to the 
states a fund for agricultural education which now gives to each of them 
approximately $50,000 annually. Gome of the state delegations in congress 
According to the view of The News, following the 
enactment of this law and after the appropriation had been made, it was 
the moral duty of the opposing states to reject this fund and to refuse to 
have anything to do with it! 

Let’s look at the reverse of the tariff proposition as The Chattanooga 
News sees it. There’s a state or section which, through the majority of its 
electorate, helped to make protection the national policy; here’s another 
whose vote was against it. Then, according to The News’ view, while pro- 
tective duties are placed upon every industrial product of the former, those 
of the latter should, by their own petition and consent, be hustled forthwitia 
to the free list. 

We opposed protection unsuccessfully, says The News; therefore, to be 
consistent, we must sell our raw materials, let us say, to protected manu- 
facturers on a free trade basis, and buy back from them the finished article 
at a price materially and measurably increased by customs duty. 

Thus, according to The News, we should unprotestingly permit ourselves 
to be sheared by the protection districts both going and coming. 

It is not a question of “joining in the raid,” or “dividing the swag;”’ it 
is simply a proposal for a fair and equitable application of a national prin- 
ciple which we have got to accept as such, whether we will or no. 

Neither The Constitution nor those democratic representatives in congress 
who have sought, in the application of that principle to conserve the indus- 
tries of their own states, have gone to the extent of asserting that high pro- 
tective duties should be placed upon any product. The demands of those 
representatives, on the other hand, have been quite conservative, and anal- 
ysis of them will establish the fact that the duties they have sought are 
rather of a revenue nature. | 

Would The News go to the extent of contending that while abundant 
protection is accorded the products of other sections, the south should not 
even seek, under a protective policy, that measure of it which would in any 
event come within the limitations of a revenue tariff? 

We cannot indorse the mistaken and misguided sentimentality which, 
under the conditions from which there is no escape, would consign the south 
to the free list, and protect, whether for revenue or other motive, the every 
product of New England and the east. 

We may disagree with the majority as to the advisability or soundness 
of a particular law, but once it is the law, there should be a square deal 
in application and administration.

HERING ‘PRICES TOO HIGH 


FOR CITY LIGHTS 


City of Columbus Files 
Complaint With State 
Railroad Commission. 


The city of Columbus, the board .of 
trade and the Consumers’ Association 
of that city, yesterday filed complaint 
with the state railroad commission 
against the Columbus Railroad Com- 
pany and the Gas Light Company,. of 
that city, alleging excessive charges for 
electric and gas service. The petition 
was filed by former Judge Martin, of 
the superior court, and will probably 
be set for hearing on May 24. 

The petition alleges that the present 
charges for electricity furnished the 
city are too high. These charges are 
$60 a vear for are lights, $24 for in- 
candescents, and 1§ cents per kilowatt 
howr to consumers, running down to 
6 cents for power purposes. Gas prices 
are $1.85 per 1,000 for lighting, and 
$1.35 for fuel, with 10 per cent off. 

Inasmuch as electricity is produced by 
water power and coal is cheap, the pe- 
tition alleges that these rates should 
be materially reduced. Here are the 
prices which the petitioners ask the 
railroad commission to fix. For are 
lights $4 Oa year; imcandescents $15;

STATUE OF GE 


N. S. D. LEE 


COMPLETED BY SCULPTOR 


Boston, April 17.—Special.)—A clay 
model of the first statue of a confeder- 
ate officer to be erected at the Nation- 
al Military park, Vicksburg, has just 
been finished at the studio of Henry 
Hudson Kitson at Quincy, a suburb of 
this city. It represents Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Stephen Dill Lee, C. S. A., as he 
‘stood at a critical moment of the siege 
of Vicksburg in the eventful summer of 
1863. 

The figure is of colossal size, standing 
nine feet high. The attitude is one of 
expectancy—of momentary rest before 
decisive action. The left leg is raised 
and thrown forward, and the unshedathed 
sword, held in both hands, rests wpon 
it, the scabbard hanging naturally by 
the side. 

The accouterments are the familiar 
ones of the wearers of the gray. The 
insignia of rank apipear on the collar. 
The buttons, in high relief, bear the 
eagle and eleven stars. The eculptor 
has been especially attentive to the tex- 
tures, showing unmistakably the quali- 
ty of felt in the hat, the smoothness of 
the leather on the sides of the boots 
where they rub against saddle or horse, 
the «character of the broadcloth of the 
military coat, and of the heavy leather 
giauntiets beneath which the strongly 
modeled hands are felt. 

These and otiher details have been ex- 
ecuted carefully, but with an evident 
intent not todetract fromthe main pur- 
pose of the work, which aims to cre- 
ate a faithful likeness of one of the best 
loved of generals on either side of the 
late unpleasaniness. The modeling is 
distinguished by a great deal of ‘“color;’’ 
advantage is taken of ‘deep masses of 
shadow to emphasize important forms 
in the light anq half-light. 

In this preliminary studies for this 
work, Which will be of exceptional in- 
terest to the whole south, Mr. Kitson 
has not only had access to various doc- 
uments and relics of greatest value, 
but he has been helped by impressions 
formed during a personal = friendship 
with General Lee, extending over sev- 
eral years before his death in 1908. 
He had charge of the erection of the 
Massachusetts State Monument for 
Vicksburg, one of he earliest to be con- 
signed to the new ‘National park, Mr. 
Kitson practically took charge or the 
preliminary dedication arrangements 
which brought the Massachusetts gov- 
ernor and other officials down to the 
Mississippi city. gave them the time of 
their lives, and did perhaps as much 
as any one event in Many years to pro- 
mote a feeling of amity between the 
states.

of which two capies are to be cast in 
bronze, one for the A«ricultural and 
Mechanical College of Mississippi, of 
which the ex-confederate leader was 
president for many years; the other for 
the city of Columbus, Miss., which was 
his home town. This work represents 
the general as thousands of Americans 
have known and admired him in his la- 
ter career. 

The larger model is just about to be 
sent to a bronze founders’ in New York 
where it will be cast in accordance with 
the best present-day practice. It will 

ready, barring accidents, which are 
uflikely, in ¢hme for the dedication on 
June ti, one of the days when the Unit- 
ed Coniffederate Veterans will be in ses- 
sion at Memphis, Tenn., making a spe- 
cial excursion to Vicksbure.. Its loca- 
tion will be on Confederate avenue, near 
the railroad redoubt and opposite the 
Iowa State Memorial, an appropriate 
gAacing since it wasthe boysfrom Iowa 
who assaulted the fort which General 
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Lee defended with great skill and brav- 
ery during the siege. 

The first monument of a leader of the 
Lost Cause to be installed at the Na- 
Military park represents contri- 
butions from many sources, north and 
south. It was made possible largely 
through the devoted energy and_initia- 
tive of Captain William T. Rigby, chair- 
man of the National Park commission, 
who, as an Jowa soldier, fought against 
General (Lee in ’'63 and who, as an as- 
ociate in the work of the commission, 

ecame one of his warmest friends nnd 
and admirers. No man in the whole 
south will be happier than Captain Rig- 
by when the memorial is in place. 

This is the third important commission 
which Mr. Kitson has done for Vicks- 
berg, the preceding ones having been 
monuments or the states of Massachu- 
setts and Iowa. He has also recently 
finished for dedication at Paducah, Ky., 
on May 15, a full length statwe of Gen- 
eral Lloyd Tilghman, who was killed by 
a cannon ball at Champion's Hill dur- 
ing the Vieksburg campaign. The sculp- 
tor is an Englishman by birth who came 
to this country when twelve years old, 
and who, after the usual gifficulties and 
privations of the art student, became 
one of the foremost of American sculp- 
tors. He holds the decoration of the 
Royal Order of Bene Merenti from the 
king of Roumania, medals from the ex- 
positions at Paris, 1889: Chicago, 1893; 
‘Paris, 1900, and numerous other honors. 
His wife, who was Miss Theo Alice Ruge- 
gles, is one of the world’s best known 
women sculptors. Mir. Kitson expects 
to be at Vicksburg at the dedication of 
the Lee memorial in June.

In view of all the criticisms made 
of the tariff bill as amended by .the 
finance committee of the senate, par- 
ticularly the observation that the bill 
will not produce’ sufficient revenues 
for the country’s needs, Senator Ald- 
rich will undertake on Monday to sat- 
isfactorily explain the revenue features 
of the measure. As the democrats will 
ask that the bill lay over until Mon- 
day, Mr. Aldrich does not intend to 
make tomorrow the statement of 
Which he has already given notice, but 
will present a far more elaborate ar- 
gument on Monday than he had in- 
tended. 

It will be pointed out that the esti- 
mate of revenues to be derived from 
the operation of the Payne bill made 
by the ways and means committee falls 
short of the actual possibilities of the 
measure, 

What Experis Say. 

The senate committee on finance had 
the benefit of the advice of the best 
experts in the government service, and 
from an analysis which they made of 
the house bill they predicted that the 
revenues would have been far greater 
under that measure than were esti- 
mated. These experts take the posi- 
tion, also. that the bill as amended by 
the senate wil raise a great deal more 
money than appears, and Senator Ald- 
rich has not changed his mind on the 
subject that no additional internal 
taxes will be required to supply the 
government’s expense. 

Great dependence is placed by sen- 
ate leaders in the work being done by 
former Senator Hemenway, on behalf 
of the new senate committee on public 
expenditures. Information is being 
collated by him which will be used in 
paring down annual appropriations. 
The senate leaders have taken the 
position that governmental extrava- 
gance must cease, and it is reported 
that Mr. Hemenway will recommend a 
reduction of about $35,000,000 from 
the $1!50,000,000 of permanent funds, 
and that a like sum may be pruned 
from the regular annual appropriation 
for the various executive departments.
